CREATES UNNEEDED AGENCY

Strategy for opposing the Cole oil 
bill was formulated today by gov- 
ernors of oil producing states. 


Governor Phillips of Oklahoma, 


spokesman for the group, said tho 
state executives would contend, be- 
fore a house subcommittee hearing 
this week that the bill, which 
would set up a commission to co- 
ordinate state production in the in- 
terests of conservation, would cre- 
ate an unnecessary 
government 
agency. 


Phillips said tho group would of- 
fer these general objections: 
That it would constitute federal 
interference with state rights; that 
the states were in a better posi- 
tion to conserve their oil resources 
than tho federal govrnmnt; that 
there might arise a tendency to 
upset the balance In state oil pro- 
duction, and that federal control 
would upset the states' methods of 
prorating production among operat- 
ors.'"There are more oil reserves in 
sight in tho United States right 
now," Phillips said, "that ever be- 
fore in the history of the govern- 
ment. State conservation has re 
suited in the development of o bet- 
ter product at a reduced price." 
The "autocratic" federal control, 
which Phillips said would be estab- 
lished by the Cole bill, would work 
an eventual hardship, he argued, 
on the consumer.

CONFERENCE OF FOUR BALKAN 


NATIONS ENDED WITH ALLIES 


GETTING LITTLE BEST OF DEAL

The Balkan 
entente—Rumania, 


Yugoslavia, Greece and Turkey—

Births In Navarro county dur- 
ing 1939 exceeded the deaths ap- 
proximately 
a 
two-to-one ratio, 


according to the record of filings 
of birth and death certificates at 
the office of Lydn Reed, county 
clerk, from the registrars of the 
county (justices of the peace in 
the various precincts) and in the 
office of J. P. Welch, city secre- 
tary. 
There were 922 births and 


496 deaths. 


Under the laws In effect, all 


birth and death certificates out- 
side • the city of Corslcana are 
finally filed in the county clerk'!, 
office and at the bureau of vital 
statistics in Austin. The city reg- 
istrar does not file the certifi- 
cates at the clerk's office, but 
sends copies to 'Austin. 


Almost twice as 
many birth 


certificates wore 
filed 
at 
the 
clerk's office as in the city, 'While 
there were more death documents 
filed In the city by 30 despite the 
fact that the city of CorslcanA 
contains approximately only one- 
fourth of the population of Na- 
varro county. 


This condition, however, Is ex- 
plained by officials because of 
the hospitals located within the 
city of Corslcana where many 
births and deaths of county resi- 
dents occur. 
Births and deaths 


occurring in local hospitals am 
filed in the city regardless of the 
official residence of the persons 
Involved,

and seven other labor leaders. 
Many of them are here attend- 


ing a mid-winter conference of 
the Federation's executive 
council. 


Dscriblng many of the govern- 


ment's policies 
as an "experi- 
ment," the statement declared "in- 
novation 
after 
innovation 
have 


followed upon each other so fast 
and furiously that only a trained 
few could keep abreast of chang- 
es."'If, after seven years, the sit-1 
uations of labor, Industry and ag- 
riculture bad materially improved, 
if happiness and progress, hope 
and confidence had resulted," tho 
statement continued, "we

"Instead, we find labor torn in- 
to warring camps.

ferent cities. If husband and wife 
both contribute to the support of 
a dependent, the $400 credit may 
be taken by the one contributing 
the chief support, and may not 
be divided between them. 
A single person who supports in 


his homo an aged mother is en- 
titled not only to tho $400 credit 
for a dependent but also to the 
personal exemption of $2,500 as the 
head of a family. A widower sup- 
porting 
under 
similar 
circum- 


stances a dependent child under 
18 years of age also Is entitled tc 
the personal exemption of $2,500 
as the head of a family, plus the 
$400 credit for a dependent.

Inspection of returns Is govern- 


ed by subdivision (a) of section 55, 
which provides, in effect, that in- 
come returns made under tho In- 
ternal Revenue Code shall be open 
to public inspection only upon or- 
der of the President and under 
rules and regulations prescribed 
by the Secretary of the "Treasury 
and approved by the 
President. 


Under existing law and the regu- 
lations approved by the President, 
income returns are not open to 
inspection by tho_ general public.

Fatalities Reduced.

most half of the total savings for 
the entire state. He stated that 
his district goal last year was a 
reduction of 25 per cent in fatali- 
ties but it had not been reached 
because of numerous accidents In 
tho final two months of the year.

rious responsibilities necessary to 
be assumed by different organiza- 
tions taking part In the project. 
He discussed the Initial responsi- 
bilities of the sponsor, which in 
this case, he said, will be the 
county, stating that these respon- 
sibilities are a well ventilated room 
for food preparation, stove, large 
table, storage space for food, dish- 
es and cooking utensils; dishes, 
equipment for preparation and ser- 
vice of meal, water supply and 
drainage connections, and equip- 
ment for dishwashing and clean- 
Ing.
